Care  of  the  Aged. 

As  is  permitted  by  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
Section  31,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  is  made  available  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners  Associations  within  your  area.  The 
Associations  are  informed  that  the  money  available  to  them 
is  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  people  within  the  area  of  the 
Association  concerned. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  eight  persons  was 
accepted  by  your  Council. 
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The  total  amount  expended  under  this  section  of  the 
Act  was  £114  11s.  Od.  from  this  amount  £35  3s.  6d.  was 
recovered. 

(b)  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Six  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need  of 
care  and  attention,  and  were  pesuaded  voluntarily  to  enter 
Hospitals  or  Hotels. 

Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest 
Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No. : 
Bridgend  2345).  In  this  work  he  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Maurice 
Evans.  The  Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible 
for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  at  the  Ceft  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  continues  to  be  stationary,  and  are 
responding  well  to  treatment. 

The  chronic  cough  in  aged  persons  requires  to  be 
carefully  investigated  as  frequently  these  persons  are 
reservoirs  of  tuberculous  infection,  and  it  is  through  them 
that  the  disease  is  spread,

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  — Wa'ter. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920, 
and  functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  water 
Consumed  in  your  district.  The  two  main  supplies  are  a soft 
water  from  the  Uplands  source,  and  a hard  water  from  the 
Schwyll  source  at  Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and 
in  one  source  With  wate^’  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action, 
soda  ash  treatment  is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies 
only  a few  properties  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply. 

There  are  121  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply; 
these  are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own 
arrangement  for  utilising  a near  by  water  source. 

All  dwelhngs  Which  are  within  a distance  of  100  yards 
of  a water  main  have  a piped  water  supply. 

2.  — ^Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered. 
Where  there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cess- 
pools are  in  use. 

Work  has  now  commenced  on  the  sewering  of  the 
village  of  Laleston, 

The  serious  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea 
continues  and  is  a constant  source  of  irritation  to  the 
vicinity  and  residents.  In  spite  of  the  urgency  to  overcome 
the  serious  pollution  of  the  sea,  there  continue  to  be  legal 
difficulties  preventing  the  commencement  of  the  proposed 
scheme. 

During  the  year,  the  Medical  Research  Council’s 
memorandum  on  Sewage  Contamination  of  bathing 
beaches  in  England  and  Wales  was  received. 

Bacteriological  surveys  were  carried  out  on  over  40 
beaches  between  1953  and  1959  and  coliform  counts  were 
done  on  many  thousands  of  samples  of  sea  water. 

The  Committee’s  conclusion  was  that  “with  the  possible 
exception  of  a few  aesthetically  revolting  beaches  around 
the  coast  of  England  and  Wales,  the  risk  to  health  of 
bathing  in  sewage  contaminated  sea  water,  can  for  all 
practical  purposes  be  ignored.” 
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Following  the  publishing  of  this  memorandum,  the 
findings  of  the  Committee  have  not  been  readily  accepted 
by  the  public  or  many  experts  in  this  field,  so  although 
scientifically  there  is  little  risk  to  health  in  contaminated 
sea  water  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  general  public  tha;t  the 
coasts  of  the  country,  which  are  the  playgrounds  for  so 
many  millions  during  th^  summer  months.  Should  be  free 
from  pollution.

3.  — ^Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House 
Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 

4.  — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Pour  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per 
annum  throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary 
and  where  further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made 
which  varies  with  the  size  of  the  cesspool.  The  Council  have 
four  cesspool  cleansing  vehicles. 


5. — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale 
in  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and 
Laleston. 


6. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

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7. — Shops. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  serve 
notices  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
relating  to  ventilation,  and  the  temperature  of  shops.  The 
number  of  sihops  inspected  was  128. 


8. — Caravan  Sites. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960,  came  into  operation  on  August,  1960. 

The  Act  brought  under  its  control  all  caravan  sites 
throughout  the  country.  Previously,  sites  were  controlled 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  Planning  Act  of 
1947.  This  division  of  control  often  led  to  apparently 
inconsistent  and  often  opposed  decisions  by  one  authority, 
depending  on  the  public  health  and  planning  aspects. 

The  new  Act  arrived  at  an  opportune  moment,  when 
the  weaknesses  of  control  relating  to  caravans  under  the 
Planning  Act  were  becoming  very  apparent.  The  objects 
of  this  new  Act  apart  from  control  of  new  sites,  was  to 
secure  a measure  of  uniformity  throughout  the  country  and 
to  improve  living  conditions  on  existing  sites. 

In  order  that  local  authorities  would  have  this  measure 
of  uniformity  in  control,  the  Minister  specified  model  con- 
ditions upon  w*hich  Councils  could  base  their  conditions  of 
licence  for  sites,  both  for  permanent  residential  and  holiday 
caravans. 

Although  a number  of  sites  were  in  operation  during 
the  year,  only  one  site  was  licensed  under  the  new  Act.  A 
scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  Council’s  Heronstone 
Caravan  Site  has  been  approved  and  its  development  is 
awaiting  final  agreement  with  the  landowner.  The  scheme 
is  expected  to  be  commenced  in  1961. 

The  use  of  common  land  by  unauthorised  caravan 
dwellers  still  continues  to  be  a source  of  nuisance  and  com- 
plaint. The  persons  w'ho  make  use  of  this  land  to  shelter 
their  caravans  are,  in  the  main,  scrap  metal  dealers  who  use 
the  common  as  a base  for  their  operations.  Of  latter  years 
there  seems  to  have  been  a gradual  disappearance  of  the 
genuine  romany  type  caravan  dweller  from  this  area.  The 
parts  of  this  district  affected  are,  in  the  main,  at  Pencoed 
and  the  administrative  body  have  difficulty  in  controlling 
this  nuisance  although  their  byelaws  prohibit  this  tvoe  of 
development.  ^ 
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The  Act  of  1960  contains  powers  for  the  control  of 
commons  and  it  is  assumed  the  Conservators  will  take 
advantage  of  this  provision  by  granting  this  Council  per- 
mission to  make  an  Order  on  the  common  land  continually 
used  by  these  persons. 

9. — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

As  in  previous  years,  this  type  of  pollution  does  not 
appear  to  be  a problem  within  your  area.  The  main  source 
of  complaint  m the  past  has  been  the  quarry  at  Ewenny 
and  the  British  Railway  locomotive  sheds  at  Tondu. 

No  serious  complaint  has  been  received  from  either 
source  during  the  period  under  review. 


10. — Eradication  of  Vermin. 

Duhing  the  year  4 Council  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  bed  bugs  and  were  treated  accordingly.  No 
private  houses  were  inspected  as  a result  of  a complaint  of 
this  nature. 

Where  Council  tenants  transfer  to  other  Council 
properties,  these  premises  are  inspected  for  suitabihty,  and 
vacant  houses  are  inspected  for  clearance  before  re- 
occupation. 

In  the  main  it  has  been  found  that  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  where  transfers  have  taken  place  is  improving, 
and  less  trouble  from  this  type  of  movement  is  being 
experienced  than  in  previous  years. 


11. — Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  employs  a full  time  rodent  operator  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  throughout  the  area.  Com- 
plaints are  dealt  with  in  rotation,  those  for  private  houses 
being  carried  out  free  of  charge,  but  the  cost  of  treatment 
in  business  premises,  on  farms  and  commercial  premises  is 
recovered.  The  Council  makes  an  all-in  charge  of  7/6d.  per 
hour  for  such  treatments. 

Responsibility  for  the  treatment  of  farms  has  now 
passed  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood 
to  local  authorities,  and  inspections  to  ascertain  the 
presence  of  vermin  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time. 
Advice  on  treatment  is  given  to  the  farmers  concerned,  and 
unless  the  authority  is  requested  to  do  so,  the  treatment  is 
usually  carried  out  by  the  farmer. 
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A number  of  block  control  treatments  were  carried 
out,  the  majority  of  which  involved  treatment  in  tiie  vicinity 
of  British  Railways  premises,  where  embankments  had 
become  infested.  These  treaJtments  are  carried  out  in  con- 
junction with  British  Railways  personnel. 

In  December,  Mr.  WiUiam  Leyshon,  the  Council’s 
rodent  operator  for  the  past  14  years,  terminated  his 
employment  with  this  Council  for  reasons  of  ill  health.  He 
had  been  an  extremely  efficient  rodent  operative  during  the 
years  of  his  employment  with  this  authority.

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

As  a result  of  the  satisfactory  building  programme  of 
the  Council,  the  housing  difficulties  within  Ihe  area  have 
been  to  a large  degree  overcome.  Although  there  still 
remains  1,040  applicants  on  the  Housing  List  the  Housing 
Manager  informs  me  that  a large  proportion  of  these  are 
adequately  housed  or  tenants  of  houses. 

The  main  complaint  these  days  from  applicants  is  not 
overcrowding,  but  lack  of  modem  amenities  within  the 
accommodation  they  have.  The  Council  has  given  con- 
sideration to  this  aspect  and  are  prepared  to  give  ^ecial 
consideration  to  those  applicants  occupying  such  houses 
who  have  been  on  the  housing  list  for  20  years. 

As  reported  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  it  is  much 
better  for  these  older  type  of  private  houses  to  be  occupied 
by  an  owner/occupier  who  will  provide  these  amenities  with 
the  assistance  of  an  Improvement  Grant.  Landlords, 
unfortunately,  do  not  appear  to  be  desirous  of  availing 
themselves  of  these  Grants  for  the  benefit  of  their  tenants. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  implementing  your 
Slum  Clearance  programme,  and  83  families  were  housed 
from  properties  demolished  or  closed. 

During  the  year  24  applicants  were  housed  for  urgent 
medical  reasons  and  many  transfers  effected. 
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I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
House  Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for 
their  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  medical  cases  sub- 
mitted.

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A major  problem  in  the  industry  is  the  fantastic 
wantage  of  milk  bottles.  In  South  Wales  750,000  milk  bottles 
are  delivered  each  day  and  150,000  of  these  have  to  be 
replaced  weekly.  When  one  realises  that  a milk  bottle  costs 
between  4d.  and  5d.  each,  a great  deal  of  money  has  to  be 
spent  each  year  replacing  lost  or  broken  bottles.  Daily,  one 
sees  empty  bottles  being  discarded  on  waste  ground  or  mis- 
used, by  being  used  for  other  purposes.  Not  only  is  this 
discarding  of  milk  bottles  a heavy  financial  drain  in  the 
industry  , but  it  is  also  liable  to  cause  injury  to  children  and 
animals.  In  this  problem  the  co-operation  of  the  public  is 
urgently  required. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1960,  the  licensing  of  milk  dealers  becomes  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  the  Food 
and  Drugs  authority  for  the  area.  The  dealers’  licences,  on 
or  after  ISt  January,  1961  will  be  valid  for  5 years  from 
that  date,  and  will  be  renewable  at  5 yearly  periods. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Regular  inspection  of  all 
shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried  out. 
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(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  sampling 
under  the  Poods  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The  following 
samples  were  taken  in  the  Council’s  area  during  1960.

No  case  of  pbliomyelitis  was  notified  but  it  Would  be 
wrong  to  draw  the  conclusion  that  this  was  due  to  the 
extensive  immunisation  campaign  of  the  previous  year. 
Records  in  the  Department  show  that  tong  periods  when 
the  disease  has  not  occurred,  have  been  experienced  in  the 
past. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  By 
combining  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  injections,  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  can  be  reduced  and  Should  now  be 
showing  results.

An  examination  of  the  list  of  the  causes  of  death 
during  the  year  discloses  that  99  persons  died  from 
coronary  disease  or  angina  and  73  from  cancer.  The  num- 
ber of  deaths  from  these  two  diseases  continues  to  remain 
high  and  is  a great  challenge  to  preventive  medicine. 

Much  thought  and  discussion  was  given  to  the  quantity 
and  content  of  Radio  Active  dust  being  deposited  on  land  in 
this  country,  particularly  in  Wales,  and  the  potential 
danger  to  health  from  this  type  of  “PaU-out.”  It  was  a 
great  rOlief  to  all  those  interested  in  the  health  of  the 
people  when  it  was  announced  that  an  agreement  had  been 
reached  to  discontinue  the  detonating  of  nuclear  devices  in 
the  atmosphere  and  thereby  removing  a hazard  which 
might  have  had  far  reaching  effects  on  this  and  future 
generations. 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960  came  into  operation  on 
ithe  27th  November.  Under  this  Act,  noise  or  vibration 
w*hich  would  amount  to  a nuisance  in  Common  Law  becomes 
a Statutory  Nuisance  and  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  Council, 
in  the  service  of  an  Abatement  Notice  on  the  person  causing 
the  nuisance  or  on  the  owner  or  occupier  of  premises  on 
whieh  it  arises. 

If  the  Notice  is  not  complied  with,  an  application  can 
be  made  to  the  Justices  for  an  Abatement  Order. 

Apart  from  this  action,  three  or  more  occupiers  of  land 
or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  noise  or  vibration 
nuisance,  may  make  a complaint  to  the  Magistrates. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council  my 
appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  Members  in  mat- 
ters affecting  Public  Health  and  to  thank  Dr.  Kathleen 
Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones  for  deputising  for  me  when 
required.  I should  particularly  like  to  thank  the  Health 
Department  Staff  for  their  willing  assistance  throughout 
the  year  and  especially  Mr.  D.  J.  Battrick,  for  the  additional 
duties  he  performed  during  the  illness  and  absence  of  Mr. 
Graham  Rees,
